Claims 3-7,9,10,14-18 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 9/29/2004. 

Applicant elected the claims directed to figures 8C&D and listed claims 1,2,6- 
17,19 and 20 as being readable thereon. Upon further review by the examiner, the 
examiner has determined that claims 1,2,8,11-13,19,20 are, in fact, readable on the 
elected embodiment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,2,8,1 1-13,19,20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by either of Harrington (5893889) or Xavier, et al (60631 21 ). 

Each of Harrington and Xavier, et al disclose a spinal prosthesis comprising a 
unitary body with at least three attachment points attachable to a spinal structure, the 
unitary body comprising a flexure assembly positioned between first and second 
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attachment members, wherein flexure of the flexure assembly permits movement of the 
first attachment member relative to the second attachment member. 

Claim 2, the first and second attachment members are formed with mounting 
holes adapted for a mechanical fastener to pass through and into the spinal structure, 
(see elements 47,48,64,66 of Harrington; and element 40 of Xavier, et al) 

Claim 8, the flexure assembly (46,70 of Xavier, et al; and 46,69 of Harrington). 

Claim 1 1 , see boot 78 of Harrington and 80 of Xavier, et al, respectively. 

Claim 12, the boots of each of Harrington and Xavier, et al is elastomeric. 

Claim 13, the flexure assembly of each of Harrington and Xavier et al is 
configured to flex omnidiretionally. 

Claim 19, see joint members in each of Harrington and Xavier, et al. 

Claim 20, see stopper, 68 of Harrington and surfaces 47 & 74 of Xavier et al.
